Next semester, there will be 
fewer single- room dorms avail¬ 
able for students as the demand 
for on- campus housing skyrock¬ 
ets. Among those being convert¬ 
ed into doubles and triples are the 
eighth, ninth and tenth floors of 
Fox Building and rooms in both 
Bourgeois and Leitch Halls. 

The process will provide an 
additional 52 beds. “Next year, 
due to a significant increase in 
housing demand, we need to cre¬ 
ate more space on campus to 
accommodate as many students 
as possible,” explains Larry 
Siegel, Director of Residence 
Life, “Our goal is to not turn any¬ 
one away.” The demand is also 
connected to shifts in the 18- 
year- old population, along with 
increases in the availability of 
financial aid to students. 

Not since 1991 has there 
been such a need for dorm 
rooms. Even resident advisors, 
who have been allowed singles in 
the past, will now be forced to

choose a roommate. Last year 
alone, 60 commuters moved on 
campus into singles. “This was 
part of our marketing strategy,” 
says Siegel, “Most commuters 
are used to having their own 
rooms and single- room dorms 
are attractive to them.” Although 
there are some singles left, they 
are being “phased out due to the 
demand,” according to Siegel. 

The singles in Fox have only 
been available for two years and 
were created because of an abun¬ 
dance of unsold space. Why were 
the eighth, ninth and tenth floors 
chosen? “There is much more of 
a demand for male spaces than 
female,” comments Siegel, “So it 
makes more sense to pick two 
male floors and one female 
instead, say, the seventh, eighth 
and ninth which have two female 
floors.” 

According to Siegel, the 
housing process, called 
“Choices,” is based on priorities 
set by students over the years. 
Although some may think the 
process is unfair, it is designed to 
give every student the chance

they deserve to get the housing 
they want. First priority goes to 
“squatters,” which includes all 
current residents who are return¬ 
ing to the same dorm or suite. 
These students are allowed to 
remain in their room if they 
choose. Second priority is given 
to current residents returning to 
the same building. And third pri¬ 
ority goes to those students who 
would like to live elsewhere on 
campus. Within these rules, class 
year takes precedence. 

The University has approx¬ 
imately $19 million dollars in 
mortgages. “We need the money 
coming in or we don't get the 
revenue,” comments Siegel, “If 
everyone wanted singles, the 
prices would skyrocket.” 
Housing selection is an exhaust¬ 
ing process for Residence Life 
and is done over the course of the 
entire year. “We have student sur¬ 
veys every year about housing 
preference, quality and service,” 
explains Siegel, “From that we 
look at administrative informa¬ 
tion and then we set the demo¬ 
graphics.” 
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Bomb scares have dis¬ 
rupted our community to 
a totally unacceptable 
level.

Hooker’s Action Plan

President Michael Hooker 
arrived on campus to discuss his 
Action Plan 2000 to faculty and 
administrators. Hooker attempted 
to quell the fears and concerns of 
all who were in attendance about 
the University's future. 

Hooker's intent is to make 
UMass the kind of University that 
is poised to meet the needs of stu¬ 
dents now and in the 21st century. 
He is trying to tie the University, 
State Government and Industry 
into a cohesive, supportive and 
complementary group. 

UMass is not the only school 
that is going through tough times. 
The higher education picture 
across the country is one of con¬ 
tinuing budget cuts, increasing 
demands for accountability and 
trustee-mandated program clo¬ 
sures. Over 20 state legislatures 
are conducting faculty productivi¬ 
ty studies. There is pressure, from 
parents and students, to hold 
down tuition and fees, demands to 
do more with less funding, and 
focus on undergraduate education 
and be responsive to the states 
needs. 

Special challenges exist for 
UMass. Difficult fiscal realities in 
the Commonwealth, unemploy¬ 
ment is still over 5 percent. The 
school is lacking fiscal and oper¬ 
ating autonomy from the State. 
There is competition from 80 pri¬ 
vate and 20 other public colleges 
for students. The Commonwealth 
does not have a tradition of sup¬ 
porting higher education. 

“In recent years UMass has 
been on a budgetary roller coast¬ 
er” said Hooker. The state has 
been kind in some years and oth¬ 
ers it has removed any gains 


made. “It is difficult to plan for 
programs in this kind of uncertain 
fiscal environment.” This has put 
Hooker in the role as UMass’ 
chief lobbyist. Meetings, with 
Governor William Weld, 
Chairmen of the House Ways and 
Means Committees, and Speaker 
of the House, have been staples of 
his appointment diet. 

“I met with Weld and got him 
to reduce the loss from $25 mil¬ 
lion to $10 million,” Hooker said 
in a lighter tone. The governor 
stated to Hooker that he is inter¬ 
ested in supporting UMass, and 
showed it by writing out a check 
for $1000 for the Alumni Fund. 
This does not do much for current 
fiscal woes though. 

There are areas that are being 
investigated as sources of funds to 
support the school. Alumni dona¬ 
tions at state supported schools 
such as the University of

Michigan and the University of 
Texas have very large endowments. 
U. Michigan has a $1 billion reserve 
and U. Texas has a $3 billion 
endowment. Compare this to the 
UMass alumni fund which has $38 
million. “We do not ask our alumni 
for very large donations/’ Hooker 
said. This is one path Hooker seeks 
to improve. 

Campuses over the last several 
years have had to deal with budget 
cuts which has meant maintenance 
suffered at the expense of saving 
jobs. Now there is work in progress 
to secure $200 million in a capital 
improvement program. This influx 
of cash will be allocated to improve 
much needed health, safety and 
deferred maintenance repairs and 
strategic new facilities. This will 
come about from legislation to 
enable the University to borrow 
$ 100 million and a bond bill of $ 100 
million. 

UMass does need to take a hard 
look at reality. Fundamental 
changes and purposeful restructur¬ 
ing are necessary if UMass is going 
to improve the quality of education 
and be responsive to the needs of the 
people it serves. Nursing programs, 
where many of the students are 
mothers will remain, but a small 
engineering department may be 
moved to a campus with a larger 
engineering program. Other pro¬ 
grams that just do not have very 
much demand will probably be 
eliminated. A closure commission 
has been chosen for this difficult 
task. 

On the other side of the coin is 
the new programs. The first thing 
that Hooker would like to do is 
“improve quality quickly.” This 
goal has far reaching consequences 
such as improving the level of enter¬ 
ing freshman. Courses from the sev¬ 


enth grade up will be reviewed, 
changed if necessary, and imple¬ 
mented. Measurement of this will be 
determined by the SAT scores. 

Rehabilitation of research facil¬ 
ities is on Hooker’s hit list of things 
to improve. In order to do “world 
class research” the need exists for 
facilities than can provide good 
research to be done. There is also 
going to be “Technology Transfer” 
between the school and businesses. 

Next he is excited about the 
idea of learning at a distance pro¬ 
grams. This would enhance a 
Professor’s ability to reach more 
students covering a greater distance 
from the school. Students would be 
able to take courses offered by 
UMass-Lowell at Northern Essex 
Community College or Middlesex 
Community College. The students 
taking course at these and other 
schools would have to be accepted 
into this school. 

Research for this concept came 
from the United States Navy in 
doing a similar experiment with 
naval students. The students were 
placed in a normal classroom envi¬ 
ronment, the results were positive as 
to how well the people had learned 
the material. 

Telecommunications is an area 
of interest of both the governor’s 
and Hookers. Funds for this would 
come from passage of an 
Information Technology Bond Bill. 
Some of the funds would come from 
the reallocation of monies within the 
University. 

The sun may shine brightly on 
UMass, but only time will tell..

UMass EMS Receives Ambulance

Trinity Ambulance donates 
a new ambulance providing 
improved abilities for all possible 
emergencies. 

On Friday afternoon, 
March 10th, UMass E.M.S., 
University Police and Trinity 
E.M.S. met in front of Cumnock 
Hall for the formal presentation 
of a new emergency response 
vehicle. The vehicle, a former 
Trinity ambulance, is a 1987 
Ford Wheeled Coach. The vehi¬ 
cle has been in service on cam¬ 
pus since the beginning of spring 
semester. After the formal pre¬ 
sentation of the truck, University 
Police and UMass E.M.S. both 
presented Trinity with plaques of 
appreciation for their continued 
assistance and support of campus 
emergency services. 

“Having a second vehicle 
available improves our ability to 
handle all possible emergencies 
that could arise,” said Club 
President Mike Hoiriis. We had 
a situation earlier this year in 
which the police were searching 
for a person in the campus area 
with emotional difficulties. We 


were able to assist the police by 
adding two extra vehicles to the 
search. Events like spring carni¬ 
val are also going to be that 
much easier for us to cover. 

E.M.T. Jason Strunk said, 
“The new truck allows us to 
cover both campuses at the same 
time and send details to Tulley 
Forum, cutting down on our 
response time. In addition, our 
original vehicle is almost ready 
for retirement, it needs to be 
repaired so often we really can’t 
rely on it all the time. This new 
truck couldn’t have come at a 
better time.” 

Trinity E.M.S. serves as the 
transport company for the emer¬ 
gencies on campus that require 
hospital care. The new vehicle is 
fully equipped like any other 
ambulance in the state with the 
exception of not having a stretch¬ 
er (the purchase of one is in the 
works to decrease time on scene 
for Trinity). The reason UMass 
E.M.S. cannot transport is the 
great expense of regulating, 
licensing and insuring an ambu¬ 
lance. At this point in time, it is 
not financially possible.

Mississippi Ordered to Enhance Black Colleges 

Oxford, Miss. - After 20 years of litigation, the state of Mississippi has been ordered 
to spend $30 million to enhance its historically black colleges, a federal judge ruled 
last week. 

A lawsuit was originally filed in 1975 by Jake Ayers on behalf of his son and 
several other students. With the backing of the U.S. Justice Department, Ayers said 
he hoped to force Mississippi officials to comply with desegregation legislation by 
providing adequate financial backing for the state’s black colleges. The case finally 
went to trial in 1987, two years after Ayers died. 

That year, a Mississippi District Court ruled that state officials already had 
done enough to comply with the desegregation laws. But on an appeal in 1992, the 
U.S. Supreme Court disagreed, overruling the Mississippi court and instructing the 
state to create a financially balanced system. 

In response to the order, state officials decided to close Mississippi Valley 
State, one of the state’s three historically black colleges, and to send the students to 
Delta State, one of Mississippi's historically white schools. 

But U.S. District Judge Neal Biggers halted that action last week, ruling that 
while MVSU may be closed for financial or other reasons, it cannot be shut down in 
an effort to end segregation. 

Biggers told state officials to create a standard set of admissions requirements 
for all state schools, as opposed to the ones now in place, in which historically white 
colleges have more stringent requirements than their historically black counterparts. 

The ruling also stipulates the creation of graduate and doctoral programs at 
Jackson State and Alcorn State, as well as endowments to help attract white stu¬ 
dents to the state’s black colleges. 

Baseball Strike Disrupts Cultural Patterns, Says Prof 

Atlanta - Many baseball fans say they don’t care whether the strike disrupts another 
season. After all, it’s just a game, a pastime. 

But Emory University professor Bradd Shore says baseball-its game and ritual- 
actually helps provide patterns to help navigate American society. 

The first anthropologist to present a detailed analysis of baseball's role as a cul¬ 
tural model. Shore says the game reflects how Americans think about and experi¬ 
ence the world. 

“Baseball provides us with a powerful cultural model, or set of patterns, that 
reinforces experiences we share as Americans,” says Shore. 

When Shore watches baseball, he looks at its rules, orchestration of social rela¬ 
tions and the way the game structures space and time. 

Shore says baseball is a simple model in which Americans can relate the strug¬ 
gle between self and society: team vs. team, batter vs. field, batter vs. pitcher, batter 
vs. ball and players vs. all players (individual statistics). 


He stresses that baseball is different from other field sports in that it organizes 
time and space asymmetrically. Baseball has a precise beginning time, but the game 
theoretically can go on forever. 

The same is true of baseball space, says Shore. Baseball, he explains, is the 
only field sport in which the field is not a symmetrical rectangle but has an ever- 
receding outfield that varies in size from park to park. The infield, on the other hand, 
is precisely measured, coming to a point at home plate. 

Shore also says fans should consider baseball ’s love of odd numbers: a team of 
nine players, a game that lasts nine innings with a seventh-inning stretch, and, of 
course, there are three strikes and three outs. This pervasive asymmetry, argues 
Shores, “models” a larger cultural theme of individual versus society. 

Not convinced? Shore points out how the sport allows a lone individual (at bat) 
to confront a community of players (in the field). When he gets a hit, the lone batter 
races through a circuit of hostile territory and attempts to return safely “home. 

“Just like theater, games have the power to crystallize for us certain ways we 
think about and experience in the world,” says Shore. 

Like it or not, it’s something to think about while watching the replacement 
players this season. 

FSU Law Student Arrested for Hitman Plot 

Tallahassee, Fla.-A Florida State University law student is accused of plotting the 
murder of a school employee after the hit man she allegedly hired turned his into 
police. 

Joann Plachy, 49, was arrested on Feb. 20 and charged with soliciting murder. 

Plachy paid Peter Laquerre $1,000 to kill Margaret Satterfield, a FSU employee 
who Plachy said accused her of cheating by obtaining a copy of a final exam, say 
Tallahassee police. Before the monetary transaction, Laquerre had informed police 
of Plachy’s intentions. They then worked together to set the stage for Plachy’s 
arrest. 

‘if 1 don’t take this person out of the picture. I’m just screwed.” Plachy told 
Laquerre, according to a police affidavit. “I’m looking to losing my whole law 
career, and I’m just about a straight-A student.” 

Once the money changed hands, Plachy was arrested and imprisoned. Bond has. 
been set at $500,000. If convicted, the FSU law student could face 30 years in' 
prison. 

Tallahassee police say Plachy first attempted to hire a hitman on Feb. 10 when 
she contacted a friend in Key West. Although Plachy wanted help in contacting 
Laquerre, her acquaintance called police instead.

At this point in the semester advising and registration for the fall semester is a paramount concern. Although 
you have a Class Schedule book for reference, changes do occur and may effect your schedule. If you periodi¬ 
cally check the fall schedule on Gopher it will reflect changes, additions and cancellations of classes and tell you 
which sections are open or closed. This tool along with telephone registration should help you to obtain the 
courses you need at the times you want. 

There are many locations on both campus that will connect to the academic computer, some of which are; 

North Campus 
Computer Center - Olsen Hall 
Centers for learning - Southwick Hall 
South Campus 
5th floor - Oleary Library 
Centers for Learning 3rd floor - Oleary Library 
Weed Hall room 212 - for Health Professions majors only 
Also, the Academic computer can be accessed by most dial up modems. 

If you do not have a log-on account, you can easily obtain one at the Academic 
Computer Center, Olsen Hall, room 111 


New Procedure — Early Registration by Phone 


Scan forms will NOT be used for registration. Early registration for all matriculating undergraduate and graduate students 
who are presently enrolled will be by use of the touch-tone Voice Response System (VRS). As soon as you have been 
advised, you can call the VRS registration system to enter your requests for courses. This method has many advantages 
over the scan forms such as: 

• ID number must be entered correctly; 

• You will be informed of any restrictions preventing your registration and will be told who to contact 

for additional information. » 

• Course numbers will be read back to ensure accuracy; and 

• Each course entered will be validated against the master schedule. Detailed instructions on the use of 
VRS for registration, use of PIN# for access, and other information are contained in the Schedule of Classes book 
for the Fall Semester. 

During the two week advising period, the registration phone system will be accumulating all student 
requests. Be aware that you are only making requests. Whether you call on the first day of advising or the last, your and 
all other requests for classes will be combined, prioritized according to credits earned by each student, and processed 
together on the evening of April 12. So while calling early will not give you priority for classes, it will let you avoid the 
last minute rush and difficulty of getting through to the system. To avoid busy signals, please call as soon as you have 
developed your schedule for next semester. 

After all requests have been processed. April 14, you may use this system to: 

• Listen to your schedule; 

• Through adds & drops change your schedule: and 

• If not yet registered, do so on-line over the phone. 

A printed copy of your schedule ^ill still be sent to your department and the Office of Enrollment Services 
will continue to do registrations during the cleanup period and between semesters for students who prefer or need to reg¬ 
ister in person. 

To access the system, dial (508) 934-2050 or 934-2049. VRS touch-tone registration will be available from 
march 27 through April 9, April 14 through May 19, and July I through September 18 during the following times: 

Monday through Thursday from 6 a.m. to 11 p.m. 

Friday from 6 a.m.t o 9 p.m., and 

Saturday and Sunday April 8 & 9 from 6 a.m. to 11 p.m. 

When final exams begin until grade reports are mailed (end of May), you can also use the VRS system 
during the hours listed above to listen to any of your grades that have been posted. 

Please note: While this system will provide an easier and more convenient method for most students to enroll 
for classes, it in no way diminishes the need for students to be properly advised. You must ensure, through faculty advis¬ 
ing. that you are enrolling in courses consistent with the requirements of your program of study.

Sports Speak 


So, Baseball is back, but for how long? The scabs have been 
fired and the real players are back for spring training, with exhibition 
games slated to start on April 13 and opening day moved to 
Wednesday April 26th. Those that have been following the story know 
that Federal Judge Sonia Sottomayer ruled on Friday in favor of the 
players, granting them free agency and salary arbitration. This U.S. 
District Court’s ruling will give us some real players for a real season. 

The key elements of the union’s proposal, accepted by owners 
Sunday, are a three-year luxury tax Of 25 % on payrolls exceeding $50 
million with no tax the first or last year of the five year agreement. It 
seems to me that they are going into this season with essentially the 
same agreement that they striked over last year and without a ‘No 
Strike pledge' from the union, who is to say that they won't strike 
again or possibly be locked out by the owners? I think that the players 
are right to withhold a no strike pledge because that is the only weapon 
that the players union has in dealing with the owners, but where does 
that leave us, the fans? 

I do not think the owners are entirely happy with the agreement 
and I can envision another work stoppage in the future because talks 
during the season won't bear fruit; they didn't during the strike, why 
would they now? As the baseball cold war escalates, there is talk of an 
impasse being declared by the owners and an automatic implementa¬ 
tion of a new economic system for baseball. This will leave the players 
only one option, to use the one weapon they have, the strike. Is it 
unlikely that the players strike for the second consecutive year, cancel¬ 
ing the World Series and leaving the Toronto Blue Jays as champs for 
yet another season? I hope so but think of the damage a second strike 
will do to baseball in the long run and as long as there is no COMPRE¬ 
HENSIVE long term agreement, the possibility of a work stoppage, be 
it a strike or lockout, is always possible as the players and owners jock¬ 
ey for position in their negotiations. 

Baseball has it in its best interests to engage in good-faith negoti¬ 
ations and stop what would be catastrophic negotiation tactics, in terms 
of preserving the respectability of the game to its fans. Until we have a 
COMPREHENSIVE multi-year agreement that addresses all of the 
owners and players concerns and not just a patch work agreement, we 
are being teased with baseball, not knowing if there will be a post sea¬ 
son, because of the uncertainties hovering over the negotiations.
